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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

1 . The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2: 

The specification sliall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
mailing and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

2. Claims 25-28 and 30 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing 
to comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter 
which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to 
one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, 
had possession of the claimed invention. This is a new matter rejection. The examiner 
cannot find basis in the specification or in the original claims for the newly added 
negative limitation on nitrates, nitrites, borates and silicates. 

3. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

4. Claims 25-28 and 30 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. How much nitrite, etc. can be tolerated while 
remaining within the bounds of "substantially no nitrites..."? Since "substantially no" is 
not defined in the specification, the metes and bounds of the claims cannot be 
determined 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

5. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 

6. Claims 25-28 and 30 remain rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 

unpatentable over WO 03/061044 A2 in view of Eaton at a!., US 6,818,146 for the 
reasons of record in the previous office action. The Eaton reference is relied upon only 
for its teaching that dyes may be used in fuel cell coolants. 

Response to Arguments 

7. Applicant's arguments filed February 25, 2008 have been fully considered but 
they are not persuasive. Applicant's amendments are sufficient to overcome the 
rejection over Eaton, but this comes at the cost of incurring rejections under 1 12 first 
and second paragraphs. Accepting applicant's arguments regarding the disadvantages 
of nitrites, etc., there is nothing in the Wulff reference which mandates their presence, 
therefore it would be obvious to omit them. 

8. Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in 
this Office action. Accordingly, THIS ACTION IS MADE FINAL. See MPEP
